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Did you know...?

The sound of a train whistle would have been very common in Tremont prior to 1983 when the last
freight train passed through our town. For many years there were several trains that passed through
our town, up to 6 trains a day - a local, two freight and three passenger each way. The first passenger
train that stopped in Tremont consisted of an engine and two coaches. It ran from Pekin to Tremonton
July 4, 1867. Over the years, the railroad business expanded greatly...at one time, Tremont had three
passenger trains each wayon a daily basis from Peoria to Indianapolis. The trains that ran through
Tremont had dining, sleeper, mail, and baggage cars. The last passenger train through Tremont was
on Oct. 23, 1957. The last person to purchase a ticketin Tremontwas James Rapp, who rode from
Tremont to Pekin.

The Tremont Museum has several items related to the Big Four in Tremont.
